TO BOOST SUGAR RATION 
3 OR 4 POUNDS FOR 1947 


An increase of cight pounds per 
capita in the over-all sugar ration 
for the remainder of this year was 
announced in the Commons last 
week by Finance Minister Abbott 
but at the same time he warned 
that there was no chance of dera- 
tioning sugar until some time in 
1948, 

Reviewing the sugar situation ‘in 
a 1,000-word statement the minister 
said the proposed increase would 
take this form: 

1. Three or four additional 
pounds will be made available to 
consumers through two additional 
coupons to be declared valid in 
August and one or more to 
be made valid in November. This 
will boost the individual ration to 
about 45 pounds for the year. 

2. The industrial ration will be 
increased by 10 pointssin each in- 
dustrial category, bringing the bas- 
ic industrial quota to 90 percent of 
1941 usage. The increase will go 
forward as a supplementary quota 
during the latter half of July. 

These two increases—one for in- | 
dividual consumers and one for in- 
dustrial uses will mean an in- | 
crease of seven or cight pounds per | 
capita in the over-all ration, which | 
includes supplies received in the 
form of refined sugar and cakes, 
candies, other confectioneries and 
soft drinks. 

Mr. Abbott observed that a three- 
pound increase was granted  con- 
sumers April 1 and that a similar 
boost was given effect June 9 
through the de-rationing of jams, 
jellies, marmalade and honey. 

Of the possibility of suspending 
rationing altogether, he said: 

“Our conclusion is that it is in 
the general interest, and particular- 
ly in the interest of householders 
and small business, that sugar ra- 
tioning should be retained in full 
force at least until the 1948 supply

THE FEAR OF DROUGHT 


The United States Department of 
Agriculture has issued a warning to 
American farmers that destructive 
droughts and dust storms sooner or 
later are bound to return to” the 
Great Plains area. The Department 
suguess that farmers should try to 
eet ready for the next drought. Re- 
search work on longtime rainfall in 
Canada reveals that during the past 
60 years there have been several 

eriods of drought and also several 

periods of very good rainfall. But 
there is no rhythm in the pattern of 
the occurrence of these periods, and 
prairie records reveals, as the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture — says, 
that another drought may come at 
any time. 

This, however, is nothing new. 
Chinese agriculture has had to con- 
tend with severe drought for thou- 
sands of years. In ancient times one 
Chinese authority said that there 
was but one way for farmers to pre- 
pare for periods of drought, which 
Was that in times of-good crops and 
of good prices farmers should put 
by reserves of seed and feed, and 
reserves of cash, so that they could 
tide over the bad times of drought 
or low prices when they

IMPORTANT FACTORS 
IN INSECT STUDY 


“In the study of forest 
and their control there is much 
more involved than merely the 
study of insects. The study of these 
alone, without reference to other 
factors in their environment, will 
not give much insight into the role 
of insects in the forest or the fact- 
ors which tend to increase or de- 
their numbers. Rather, for- 
ests must be regarded as plant and 
animal communities and an attempt 
made to evaluate and understand 
all of the interrelationships of the 


insects

communities’, G. R. Hopping, Div- 
ision of Entomology, Science  Ser- 
vice, Dominion Department of Agri- 
culture, told the members of the 
National Parks Wardens Conven- 
tion in a recent address on forest 
insects control, 

On the one hand, he said, there 
is the plant association made up 
of the various tree species, shrubs, 
and smaller plants. On the other 
hand, there is the animal commun- 
ity consisting of insects and near 
relatives of insects, game animals, 
}fur bearers, predators, and birds, 
| All of these are closely inter-related 
land the disappearence of one fact- 
or may mean the dislocation and 
| sometimes the disappearance of a 
| Whole series of organisms 
| One may well ask what relation- 
ships exists between a bark-beetle, 
|for instance, and fur bearer and 
| game animals. Take Kootenay Park 
fas an example. From 85 to 90 per 
cent of the lodgepole pine has been 
killed over large areas in this park 
Dbeothe mountain pine bark-beetle 
This relatively sudden change in 
the character of the forest has per- 
haps deprived much of the squir- 
rel population of its natural food, 
and so the squirrels move out 
in turn, deprives certain predators 
in the birds and fur bearers of their 
food, and they move out. The spec- 
ies of game animals which prefer 
denser types of forest also move 
out. Eventually, dead trees fall, 
making a great tangle of debris with 
consequent great fire hazard 


Perhaps a huge fire sweeps the 
park. In place of dense forest there 
is, at least for a time, bare hills. The 
fur bearers and the game animals 
are gone, and the character of the 
birds and insect populations has 
changed, Then there is the change 
in the behaviour of the tourist 
Where he used to tarry at the var- 
ious camps, fishing and enjoying 
\ the scenery, he would travel as fast 
as his car would take him, intent 
on getting through that desolate 
strip as soon as possible to more 
pleasant surroundings.
